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Assembly cash for the 
Porthcawl town centre 
welcomed by Tory AM 


NEWS that Porthcawl is to get a 
share of a £845,000 Assembly pot 
to boost its town centre, has been 
welcomed by a regional Tory AM, 
Suzy Davies. 

Porthcawl is one of 20 towns throughout 
Wales to get up to £50,000 each from the 
Welsh Government from its new Town 
Centre Partnership Fund. 

The money could be spent on a number 
of projects including a feasibility study to 
see if all-weather canopies can be erected 
along John Street to protect shoppers, as 
well as marketing and branding initiatives 
including promotions, town centre events, 
banners and setting up a click and collect 
scheme. 


Thirty traders will also be invited to 
attend classes on how to improve customer 
services and marketing, among other 
things. 

Funding will also be provided for a 
surfing festival and for gateway signs to the 
town centre. 

Mrs Davies, a Welsh Conservative 
regional AM for South Wales West, said 
that she was anxious to ensure that the 
money allocated to Porthcawl was spent 
effectively. 

“This initiative of the Welsh Government 
to promote our High Streets is long 
overdue,” she said. “For two years, the 
Welsh Conservatives have urged the 
Government to stop the decline of our town 
centres, but until now they have done 


nothing. I welcome this news, but the big 
question for Porthcawl is who is to decide 
how this money should be spent? 

“BCBC does not have a great record 
when it comes to the regeneration of 
Porthcawl - indeed, it is the residents 
themselves who have taken the lead with 
the proposed maritime centre, showing far 
more imagination and creativity than the 
council and its highly paid consultants. 

“Traders in Porthcawl must be included 
in any decisions about what to do with the 
money. This cannot be a top-down exercise 
where bureaucrats decide what should be 
done to promote the town when it is the 
shopkeepers, other businesses and the 
residents who know what’s needed.”

OFFICES 
SITE AGREED 


CABINET 
members from 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) have 
agreed to the sale of 
the Glanogwr 
offices site near 
Newbridge Fields in 
Bridgend. 

Local residents had 
expressed concerns that 
any development of the 
site may lead to access 
being lost between 
Glanogwr Road and 
Newbridge Fields. 

However, a footpath 
running alongside the 
offices will definitely be 
retained, although it may 
need to be moved as part 
of the development. 

A BCBC spokesman 
said: “As well as the 
possible loss of the 
footpath, residents’ 
objections also related to 
the loss of public open 
space and parking 
facilities, and a petition 
was presented to the 
council. 

“Having fully 

considered all of the 
objections, cabinet 
members have agreed the 
sale.” 

The premises 

previously 
accommodated Bridgend 
Town Council, but 
became vacant after town 
council officers relocated 
to the former Bridgend 


Library at Carnegie 
House in the town centre. 

Coun Mike Gregory, 
cabinet member for 
resources said: “I fully 
appreciate that a number 
of people living in the 
area around the 
Glanogwr offices site 

have expressed concerns, 
as this path is a well-used 
and convenient route for 
dog walkers, school 
pupils, pedestrians 
making their way to the 
library and leisure 
facilities at the Bridgend 
Life Centre - and people 
generally enjoying the 
access to Newbridge 
Fields. 

“I would like to 
reassure everyone that, 
despite the sale of the 
offices and associated 
land, there will still be a 
footpath, although the 
path may need to be 
moved as part of the 
development. 

“The path has also 
now been designated as a 
public right of way 
which protects its 
retention. 

“No land at 

Newbridge Fields is 
being sold, and the zig¬ 
zag path and steps 

leading down to 

Newbridge Fields are not 
included in the sale 
either. 

“The Glanogwr 
offices site is no longer 
needed by the local 
authority, so therefore we 



have decided to sell it in 
order to help us achieve 
budget savings and 
protect front-line 

services in the county 
borough as much as 
possible. 

“Concerns have also 
been expressed about the 
loss of the Glanogwr 
Offices car park, which 
was used on weekends 
and light evenings for 
sports fixtures. 

“While it has never 
been a designated public 
car park for Newbridge 
Fields, and was only 
intended to provide 
parking for the offices, I 
appreciate that it has 
helped to reduce 
congestion elsewhere 
along the street. 

“To help reduce 
parking problems, the 
council has recently 
purchased additional 
land to the south of 
Newbridge Fields; and 
planning approval has 
been given for the 
proposed creation of a 
new 50 space car park 
which would serve users 
of the sports pitches. 

“I am sure that this 
would be welcomed.”

Local parents give 
their views on new 
school regulations 


PARENTS in 
Bridgend have been 
giving their views 
on new regulations 
which are 

introducing fines as 
a measure to help 
tackle poor school 
attendance, truancy 
and persistent 
lateness. 

National regulations 
recently came into force 
requiring all local 
authorities to implement 
the use of fixed penalty 
notices for unauthorised 
absences from school, 
and Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) is adopting a 
code of conduct so that 
the legislation can be 
applied consistently 
across all local schools. 

It is being proposed 
that penalty notices will 
be used when pupils 
have taken at least five 
unauthorised days off 
school during a term, or 
consistently arrive late at 
school after the close of 
the registration period, 
or take unauthorised 
holidays during term 
time. 

The initial penalty 
notice will be £60, rising 
to £120 if payment isn’t 
made within a specified 
period of time. 

BCBC has carried out

a public consultation to 
find out the views of 
local families on the 
proposals, and 345 
responses were received.

“Ninety five per cent 
of the respondents felt 
that there was a need for 
exceptional 
circumstances to be 
taken into account when 
authorising absences, 
with 25 per cent 
suggesting that holidays 
and family time should 
be considered under that 
bracket, as well as 
compassionate reasons 
and work-based 
constraints. 

“The findings of the 
consultation have been 
noted by cabinet 
members from BCBC 
and will now be shared 
with schools. The code 
of conduct will give

headteachers, their 
nominated deputies and 
the Police the powers to 
request fixed penalty 
notices to be issued. 
However, the issuing of 
the fines will remain the 
responsibility of the 
council’s education 
welfare service.” 

Coun Huw David, 
BCBC cabinet member 
for children and young 
people, said: “Success 
starts at school and 
parents have a legal 
responsibility to ensure 
that their children attend 
school. 

“New national 
legislation means that 
fixed penalty notices 
will definitely be 
introduced, but the 
consultation exercise has 
helped us to gather local 
opinion, particularly on 
what should be 
considered as 
‘exceptional 
circumstances’. 

“Ultimately, the 
decision on whether to 
authorise an absence 
rests with headteachers, 
but as there is such 
strong public opinion on 
this issue, we will be 
sharing the consultation 
results with schools, and 
the local authority will 
be on hand to provide 
advice. 

“On average, pupils 
who have regular and 
punctual attendance 
throughout their 
academic career are 
more likely to get better 
grades and make the 
most of the educational 
opportunities available 
to them. 

“Our Education 
Welfare Service will 
always work with local 
families to help resolve 
any problems or 
obstacles that may stand 
in their way; and fixed 
penalty notices will 
provide an additional 
option that can be used 
as part of a range of 
measures to tackle 
circumstances of pupils 
being absent from school 
without acceptable 
reasons. 

“We will also 
continue to have the 
option of resorting to 
legal measures when 
necessary,” the 
spokesman warned.

ST John’s House Trust (Bridgend) 
recently enjoyed a very busy and 
successful weekend, taking part in the 
Open Doors event and Bridgend 
Feastival. 

St John’s House on Newcastle Hill in Bridgend is 
the oldest habitable building in the area and is 
believed to have been built around 1500. 

Presently, the building is owned by a building 
preservation trust in London which is prepared to 
sell the property. 

In order to buy the house, restore it and allow it be 
enjoyed and used by the whole community, a group 
of local residents formed a charity in 2012. 

St John’s House is one of four Grade Two* listed 
buildings in the Newcastle conservation area of 
Bridgend and has been identified as a “hearth 
passage house of high status” although so far very 
little is known of its origins and history. 

We would like to see the building as a Heritage 
Hub, having many uses such as educational, living 
history events, an art gallery, tea-room and even a 
unique wedding venue! 

The trust had a stand on both days of Bridgend 
Feastival, with its three authentically dressed 
medieval peasant women attracting much attention! 

Even more characters could be seen at the house, 
where medieval longbowmen and women re¬ 
enactors, and ‘Sons of the Dragon’ took up residence 
with their displays of archery equipment, herbs and 
surgical instruments. 

Over 160 people visited the property over the 
weekend, with many offering their support and 
expressing interest in the project to bring this 
beautiful building back to life. 

The trust has recently submitted a grant 
application to the Heritage Lottery Fund to enable 
the first stages of work to begin and hopes to hear in 
December if it has been successful. 

The house is open, free of charge, on the last 
Saturday of every month (except December) from 
11am to 3pm. More information can be found at the

Local schools celebrate 
£40,000 Assembly 
windfall for safe routes 



TWO primary 
schools in Bridgend 
county borough are 
celebrating - after 
receiving more than 
£400,000 from the 
Welsh Government 
to develop safe 
walking and cycling 
routes. 

As part of the Safe 
Routes in Communities 
programme for 2014/15, 
Porthcawl Primary 
School has been awarded 
£275,718 for a new 
cycleway, ramp and gate 
entrance, along with 
upgrades to existing 
footways and cycleways, 
cycle storage and 
improved safety 

measures on nearby 
roads. 

Tremains Primary 
School has received 
£173,708 for a new 
footpath, the widening of 
an existing footpath and 
cycle storage. 

The schools have been 
working in partnership 
with Bridgend County 
Borough Council 

(BCBC) and the Welsh 
Government to produce 
travel plans and research 
ways in which children 
get to and from school, 
factoring in traffic 
speeds, available 

crossing points, dropped 
kerb locations and 
different routes. 

At a special launch 
event attended by Mrs 
Hart on Thursday, 
September 18, 

youngsters at Porthcawl 
Primary School gave a 
presentation on the 
project and showcased 
some of the skills they 
have been taught by 
BCBC’s ‘Bike It’ officer, 
Roger Dutton. 

Coun Huw David, 
cabinet member for 
children and young 
people, said: “Whether 
they choose to walk or 
cycle, it is absolutely 
essential that our young 
people are able to travel 
to and from school 
safely. 

“We are delighted that 
the Welsh Government 
has decided to award 
these very generous 
grants, and we hope that 
the scheme will 
encourage pupils to 
become more physically 
active and independent.” 

With work already 
under way on new safe 
routes for Cynffig 


Comprehensive and 
Corneli Primary, the 
initiative promotes 
physical exercise, health 
awareness and the 
importance of leading 
active lifestyles. All four 
schemes are expected to 
be completed by the end 
of March 2015. 

The Tremains scheme 
will involve widening all 
of Channel View to a 3.5 
metre-wide cycle route, 
measuring 605 metres in 
length. 

The Porthcawl scheme 
covers an area of 41,000 
square metres of 
highway space, and 
involves the creation of 
cycle tracks on the 
existing highway verge 
and other pedestrian 
works such as dropped 
kerbs and widening of 
pavements. 

Mrs Hart added: “I am 
very pleased to be able to 
announce this extra 
funding under the Safe 
Routes in Communities 
programme. This means 
pupils at two more 
schools will now be able 
to benefit from safe 
walking and cycling 
routes. 

“The Welsh 

Government wants to see 
as many pupils have the 
opportunity to walk or 
cycle safely to school to 
encourage physical 
activity and reduce 
reliance on the car.” 

Andrew Wood, 

Porthcawl Primary 
School headteacher, 
added: “We are delighted 
with the decision of the 
Minister to award the 
development funds for 
this Safe Routes project. 
This funding is not just 
for the pupils of the 
school, but incorporates 
important elements for 
the whole community. 

“The impact of this 
decision will be 
immense, as it not only 
reinforces the work of 
the school in developing 
healthy lifestyles and a 
wide range of health 
related activities, but 
supports curriculum 
development in the key 
areas of literacy, 
numeracy and ecological 
awareness. 

“I predict that there 
will be a significant 
increase in cycling to 
school as the whole 
development promotes 
safety, physical fitness 
and the reduction of car 
use.”

diminishing returns in 
action. And the more 
the council increases 
charges, the less income 
it will get as people vote 
with their feet - or, in 
this case, their wheels. 

“Councils 

everywhere must realise 
that parking fees are not 
the answer to their 
financial problems and 
that they are in danger 
of killing the goose that 
lays the golden egg. 

“What BCBC needs 
to do is get people back 
into town. Simply 
staging events and 
festivals is not enough - 
shops need trade every 
day if they are to 
survive. 

Mr Davies said that 
Bridgend was now in a 
chicken and egg 
situation. “What comes 
first, the shop or the 
customer?” he asked. 

“The truth is that 
shoppers will not be 
attracted to Bridgend 
unless there is a range 
of shops they can visit 


but traders will not be 
attracted to take over 
the empty units unless 
they are certain that 
there will be enough 
business for them. 

“The council needs to 
break this vicious circle 
and offering free 
parking in the 
afternoons could be 
what breaks the 
stalemate. 

“If people start 
coming back because 
they can park for free, it 
will encourage new 
businesses to open up 
and they in turn will 
draw more people in.” 

Mr Davies said he 
had previously urged 
BCBC to scrap some of 
the pedestrianisation - 
along Queen Street, 
Dunraven Place and 
lower Market Street, in 
order to open up the 
town to some traffic, 
including disabled 
drivers.

RESIDENTS in the 
Treoes area will get 
the chance to quiz the 
people behind an 
application for the 
proposed solar farm 
on Court farm. 

The meeting will take 
place at Treoes Village 
Hall at 7pm on Thursday, 
October 9. 

The draft proposals at 
Court Farm involve the 
installation of around 
10,000 solar panels on 
metal frames laid out in 
parallel rows. The solar 


farm is expected to have 
a generating capacity of 
around 2 MW. 

A planning application 
is expected to be 
submitted in October. If 
successful, planning 
permission is likely to be 
granted for a 25-year 
period. 

The developers are 
Sunance, a German 
company with an office 
in Bristol. CDN Planning 
are a planning 
consultancy based in 
Swansea. 


SHADOW Welsh 
Tourism Minister 
Suzy Davies AM 
has welcomed a 
new consultation 
currently under 
way with 1,000 
businesses and 
residents in 
Porthcawl about 
whether or not car 
parking charges 
should be 
introduced along 
the seafront. 

Mrs Davies said that 
the council had to take 
on board the views of 
local traders and 
tourism operators, as 
well as residents before 
finalising its proposals. 

“There are arguments 
in favour of charging, 
because long term 
parking currently takes 
place along the seafront 
with cars left all day, 
preventing visitors and 
others from parking. 
Bringing in modest 
charges may make 
people think more 
carefully about where 
they park. 

“But there are also 
very strong arguments 
against because of the 
effect charging would 
have on local businesses 
and also the knock-on 
effect on residents 
living in the streets 
leading off the front. 
They fear that their 
street will become 
choked with cars as 
motorists seek to avoid 
the new charges and 
that’s a very valid 


worry. 

“Initially when this 
was first proposed, the 
council said it would 
offer a free half hour on 
the street and in the 
Mary Street car park. 
Half an hour is not 
really long enough for 
visitors to get a coffee 
or ice cream or pop into 
local shops. 

“The council could 
be more generous here, 
otherwise there will be a 
detrimental effect on 
cafes and shops if 
people are deterred from 


charges 

visiting Porthcawl. And 
that’s the last thing 
that’s needed now. 

“The council also 
needs to invest money 
in the Hillsboro Place 
car park now that the 
regeneration is stalled. 
Porthcawl needs a good 
quality car park to 
accommodate all-day 
users as well as visitors 
and shoppers. 

“The surface there is 
disgraceful and must be 
redone if people are to 
be encouraged to visit 
Porthcawl.”

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Man’s quest to find grandfather 
who found sanctuary in Wales 


A young Serbian man is 
appealing to the people of 
south Wales to help him find 
out what happened to his long 
lost grandfather who fled a 
civil war. 

The family are certain Danilo 
Ljubenko lived for a number of 
years in Pontypridd - and may 
have died in 1985 - but can’t be 
sure of his true fate. 

His grandson Slobodan 
Erdeljan (24) got in touch with 
The Glamorgan GEM in the 
hope that a reader may remember 
Danilo and shed some light on a 
mystery that has haunted the 
family for decades. 

From his home in Belgrade, 
Slobodan has begun a search for 
information which he hopes will 
assemble the jigsaw of Danilo’s 
life in Britain. 

“My grandfather escaped to 
London from Belgrade when 
World War Two started and after 
that the family lost contact with 
him. 

“The family received a letter, 
and the address on the envelope 
referred to a street in south 
Wales - in Pontypridd.” 

The handwritten address in 
blue ink read: 12 Howell Street, 
Cylfynydd, Nr Pontypridd, 

Glam. 

Slobodan said: “ I searched on 
Ancestry.co.uk. and discovered 
that a person named Danilo 
Ljubenko died in Glamorgan in 
1985. 

“Perhaps The GEM and 
people in south Wales could help 
to find out if he is alive. It not, 
he must have some family there 
and they might have some 
information. It would mean a lot 
to me, and my family.”

Danilo Ljubenko was bom on 
September 12, 1924, in Orasje, 
which is in the north east of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina. 

Slobodan explained: “Back 
then - and until 1929 - it was 
called the Kingdom of Serbs, 
Croats and Slovenes. Then the 
name was changed to Kingdom 
of Yugoslavia. Although Orasje 
is in today’s Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, Danilo was Serb 
by nationality.” 

Slobodan said his 
grandfather’s sudden departure 
and the silence that followed it 
caused the family great anguish. 

“My parents, but especially 
my grandmother, always 
wondered what happened to him. 
The thing is we’ve always been 
quite a modest family so we 
were never in a position to 
investigate or research what 
became of him, and where he 
might be. 

“He escaped from Belgrade at 
the time of the Second World 
War. 

“The reason was possibly 
because during that period, in the 
former Yugoslavia, there were 
two sides: chetniks, who were 
for the king, and partizans, the 
communists. 

“My grandfather was for the 
king, and since at the time it 
wasn’t safe, he escaped, and they 
were doing many things that he 
did not want to be a part of. 

“His departure was quite 
sudden. He was working in a 
small workshop, and my 


grandmother was working in a 
factory. Danilo went in to say 
goodbye to my grandmother, 
hugged her, and didn’t say 
much - just that he had to leave. 
She was crying - she cries every 
time she tells the story. 

“Then he borrowed a horse 
and cart from his boss and 
headed for the border. When he 
got there he paid a guy to take it 
all the way back. 

“I don’t think he stayed too 
long in London. The oldest letter 
that we have was sent from 
Wales in 1960. 

“In letters he mentioned 
moving to another apartment and 
seriously injuring a finger which 
meant that he wasn’t able to 
work for three weeks.” 

Slobodan dreams of visiting 
Wales one day to see where his 
grandfather lived but financial 
considerations mean he is unable 
to. 

Recently, Slobodan re-read 
Danilo’s letters from the far-off 
country of Wales to his 
grandmother. 

“She started crying. I hadn’t 
told her that I had found them. 
He mentioned my mother in the 
letters a few times, and asks how 
she is. He had seen a picture of 
my mother and said she was 
beautiful, Tike a film star’.” 

Slobodan now wonders 
whether he has Welsh relatives.

f Cronenberg’s 
filmography has been 
littered with movies 
that have taken a 
skewed look at the 
world, the likes of 
Scanners, Videodrome 
and the ubiquitous 
Crash all filtered 
through 

Cronenberg’s own 
particular point of 
view. 

While he had taken a 
turn for the more 
straightforward with the 
A History of Violence, 
Eastern Promises and A 
Dangerous Method, 
Cosmopolis saw him 
revert to type, and his 
latest, Maps To The 
Stars, comes from a 
similar place. 

Taking a satirical 
look at Hollywood, it 
stars Mia Wasikowska 
as Agatha, a mysterious 
girl who lands a job 
working for actress 
Havana Segrand 
(Julianne Moore), 
whose desperation to 
land the role in a 
remake of a film her 
dead mother starred in 
is all consuming. 

It also tells the story 
of young star Benjie 
(Evan Bird), whose 
career seems to be 
spiralling out of 
control, much to the 
chagrin of his parents 
(John Cusack and 
Olivia Williams); but 
are all these lives 
connected in some 
way?... 

Hollywood and the 
satirisation of it is a 
tricky thing to handle; 
play it too broadly and 
you lack any bite or 
snap, play it too tightly 
and you’ll find the 
comedy whizzing over 
the audience’s heads. 

Maps To The Stars 
plays it just right, 
though any casual 
filmgoers who are 
intrigued enough to 


tackle David 
Cronenberg’s latest 
fever dream may find 
themselves a little lost, 
with the narrative itself 
loose and freeform 
enough to perhaps 
disengage some from 
the story it’s trying to 
tell. 

Writer Bruce Wagner 
has obviously spent 
plenty of time around 
the filmmaking 
machine, his script 
lampooning remakes, 
safe child-friendly 
comedies populated by 
drug-crazed stars, the 
diva demands of the 
rich and famous, and 
the general sense of 
pomposity you can’t 
help but feel 
Hollywood and its 
denizens can become 
cocooned in. 

Yet, rather than aim 
for straight-ahead 
satire, he lumps in 
more - from the weight 
of family secrets either 
told or untold, to the 
lengths some will go to 
achieve their dreams 
and ambitions and even 
darker avenues - and 
this is where Wagner 
finds the perfect 
director in David 
Cronenberg. 

Never a man to make 
an easy film, even his 
more straightforward 
efforts have been 
leavened with some off- 
kilter mystery and 
madness, the director 
takes in everything 
Wagner offers him and 
savours it. 

The film has the 
woozy feel that films 
set in Los Angeles tend 
to have by default, but 
as ever Cronenberg’s 
lens sees more than just 
what’s on the surface. 

Whether it’s 
Wasikowska dancing 
absent mindedly, a 
seemingly innocuous 
conversation between 
an actress who got the 
role and the one who 
didn’t, or visitations 


from beyond the grave 
- the camera is always 
probing beneath the 
surface, questioning 
and teasing. 

There is a truly 
breathtaking 
performance from 
Julianne Moore as the 
actress whose career 
seems to be slowly 
slipping away, only to 
be offered the 
redemption of the role 
played once by her 
mother - Moore 
playing the role with no 
concession to vanity 
and delivering a turn 
that is one of her best - 
while Mia Wasikowska 
dials up the ‘kooky’ as 
the mysterious Agatha 
but with much more 
going on below the 
surface. 

John Cusack relishes 
a role he can get his 
teeth into as a self-help 
guru, while Evan Bird’s 
Bieber-esque starlet 
shows substance and 
empathy as the have-it- 
all actor finds h im self 
slipping slowly off the 
rails. 

There’s even a small 
turn from Cronenberg’s 
seeming latest muse, 
Robert Pattinson, which 
shows he’s certainly put 
his schlocky vampire 
routine to bed once and 
for all. 

Certainly, the odd 
levels are dialled up to 
a very high number 
indeed, but the story 
itself plays out a little 
predictably, with only 
the occasional 
curveball - while 
anyone hoping for 
some real resolution 
will be a little 
disappointed. But, as a 
slice of slightly bonkers 
satire, Maps To The 
Stars certainly offers an 
interesting route. 

VERDICT: A sharp, 
peculiar satire that may 
be a little too specific 
for some, Maps To The 
Stars is nevertheless an 
intriguing viewing

The War on terror 
cannot be won 
from air alone... 

DIPLOMACY THE LONG TERM SOLUTION

I WAS planning to 
talk about lots of 
local visits; helping 
the Cornelly Labour 
Party put out leaflets 
about dog fouling, 
delivering 
newsletters and 
attending the 
Crossroads care 
AGM at the Hi Tide. 

There were going to 
be some words about a 
conference in 
Manchester about 
‘postvention’, the 
importance of support 
given to people who 
have been friends and 
family of people who 
have taken their own 
lives. 

It is estimated that 
every suicide brings 
costs of close to a 
million pounds because 
of the trauma caused to 
those who knew the 
person who died. 

The saddest statement 
I heard was how people 
who are not immediate 
family who are in great 
distress, feel unable to 
ask for help and support 
because they feel guilty 
and less entitled to help 
for this when they are 
not very close family. 

The conference 
introduced some 
startling facts, such as 
44 per cent of the 
population of Scotland 
have been touched by 
suicide, yet 70 per cent 
did not ask for help. 

The Manchester 
conference brought a 
much-needed new focus 
on those bereaved by 
suicide and the support 
available from local 
organisations, the NHS 
and Samaritans. 

However, throughout 
the conference there 
were texts and emails 
from journalists asking 
whether Parliament 
would be recalled. 

No one knew. 

Emails and text 
messages brought replies 
of ‘possibly’ and 
‘maybe’ but it was not 
until 5.20pm on 
Wednesday that the 
recall was confirmed. 

I had not taken my 
parliamentary pass with 
me to Manchester, had a 
return ticket to Wales but 
if I wanted to speak in 
the debate I had to be in 
the Chamber by 
10.30am on Friday to 
hear David Cameron 
start the debate. 

Rules about speaking 
in debates are complex. 
You must be in the 
Chamber at the start of 
the debate, must remain 
there for the opposition 
front bench reply and 
must have notified the 
Speaker’s office 
formally if you wish to 
‘catch his eye’. 

Speakers are called in 
order of seniority, ex- 
Ministers coming first, 
followed by long¬ 
standing members, then 
in order of how 
infrequently you have 
spoken. 

The more often you 
speak in the Commons, 
the lower down the list 
of those to be called you 
will be. 

I had asked to speak 


and have a high 
speaking record so knew 
I would be low down the 
list. A five-minute 
speaking time was 
introduced by the 
Speaker, but if two 
interventions are taken, 
the speaker earns an 
extra minute. Large 
numbers had asked to 
speak and the debate 
was wide ranging. 

It was quickly 
established that taking 
part in air strikes was 
legal, as the invitation 
had come from the 
democratically-elected 
Prime Minister of Iraq. 
The motion before 
Parliament was clearly 
worded, that there would 
be no air strikes over 
Syria and no UK ground 
based forces. 

The UK would be 
providing six Typhoon 
fighter jets to join a 
coalition including other 
members of Nato and 
Gulf countries. 

I was, and am, deeply 
concerned about the fate 
of the two British 
hostages held by IS and 
worried that our 
engagement would 
precipitate a revenge 
killing. One British 
hostage has already been 
killed and two 
Americans by IS. 

In Algeria, a French 
tourist was killed 
following French attacks 
on IS and in the 
Philippines, two elderly 
Germans are being held 
by the Abu Sayyaf 
terrorist group. 

I was unhappy during 
the debate to hear the 
repeated statements that 
attacks should be 
extended into Syria 
without a UN mandate. 
An attack without an 
invitation from the 
Syrian government could 
see British personnel 
who took part called 
before the international 
criminal court. 

The motion was 
debated for five hours, 
with the speaking time 
gradually reduced to 
only three minutes. 
Making a three-minute 
speech on such an 
important issue is deeply 
frustrating, as argument 
is replaced by questions 
and statements to obtain 
maximum use of time. 

I was not eager to 
vote for the motion as I 
know that this war will 
only be won by troops 
on the ground. Air 
attacks can deplete 
enemy air support, gun 
emplacements and large 
groups of fighters on the 
ground, but they can do 
little in street fighting 
and clearing and holding 
areas previously held by 
the enemy. 

Britain has a 
Brimstone missile, 


which is highly accurate 
and can target one room 
in a house while leaving 
the rest standing. It 
greatly reduces the 
number of civilian 
deaths but is not 
infallible. 

I am opposed to 
British troops being 
involved in ground 
fighting and urged the 
deputy Prime Minister to 
provide details of the 
Arab countries who had 
committed to both air 
and land engagement. 

I understand that the 
mainly Sunni countries 
surrounding Iraq are 
unhappy about attacking 
the Sunni fighters of IS. 
The urgent need is for 
the Shia-led government 
in Baghdad to provide 
political incentives for 
Sunni tribes to turn 
against IS and fight 
alongside the mainly 
Shia Iraqi army. 

An intensive British 
diplomatic mission is the 
next vital step in 
ensuring a federal Iraq 
can enable Shia, Sunni 
and Kurds to live, 
prosper and coexist in 
peace. 

This will only happen 
with the approval and 
support of the 
neighbours, Shia 
Iranians, the Sunni 
Saudis, along with 
Turkey’s acceptance of 
increased political 
independence for 
Kurdistan. 

The immediate threat 
is of IS, only five miles 
outside of the capital 
Baghdad with its large 
Shia population. Given 
the number of horrific 
deaths in towns and 
villages taken by these 
bloodthirsty barbaric 
killers, there was an 
imperative to take 
action. 

Sadly, this is only the 
start of the conflict. 
Terrorism can only 
thrive with men, money 
and ideology. Cutting 
back on the numbers of 
men attracted to fight for 
IS and other terror 
groups comes from 
working with and 
reassuring Muslim 
communities in the UK, 
intensive diplomatic 
activity throughout the 
Muslim world and the 
creation of a new 
inclusive Iraqi state. 

Destroying the oil 
wells which provide 
money and cutting the 
support from donors is 
essential. For the 
ideology to be destroyed 
there needs to be a 
greater sense of hope, 
justice and legitimacy 
across the nations 
infected by the virus of 
terrorism. 

We have a long way 
to go.

Peter Kollwitz - one 
of the innocents...

IN July 1914, 17- 
year-old Peter 
Kollwitz from 
Berlin, was on 
holiday in Norway 
with some friends 
and when they 
heard that 

Germany was at 
war, they got the 
train from Bergen 
to Oslo to return 
home immediately. 

They were going to 
join up to defend their 
country and like many 
young men all over 
Europe they were 
“talking excitedly about 
their new identity as 
fighters, lit up by 
sensuality and the thrill 
of imagined battle,” even 
if it was rather 
embarrassing to meet 
friendly British and 
French tourists on the 
train. 

Peter’s father, Karl, a 
doctor who worked in a 
poor quarter of Berlin 
and his mother Kathe, an 
artist, both had left wing 
and pacifist views, were 
against the war, and did 
not want Peter and his 
elder brother Hans to 
enlist. 

Kathe wrote in her 
diary: “The idea of mere 
boys going into battle 
strikes me as senseless. It 
is all so pointless, so 
insane...”. 

Finally believing that 
Germany was actually 
threatened, they 

reluctantly agreed and by 
mid-August the boys 
were in the army. 

Hans and Peter were 
not alone. Although the 
German army was 
conscripted in peacetime, 
some of the young men 
who were available were 
not called up. Many of 
these, with others like 
Peter who had not 
reached call-up age, now 
wanted to fight for their 
country for patriotic 
reasons - because it 
seemed an exciting thing 
to do, because their 
friends were going, or 
because authority figures 
like schoolmasters put 
pressure on youngsters to 
enlist.

Remarque’s famous book 
(and film) All Quiet on 
the Western Front about 
the Great War includes 
such scenes. 

None of these young 
men had any military 
training. Equipped in the 
regimental depots they 
started their military life, 
like all recruits in all 
nations, on the drill 
square. 

During August and 
September, their training 
continued and during 
September they were 
formed into 12 new 


infantry divisions 

organised in six corps, 
perhaps 150,000 men in 
all. 

Germany had planned 
to defeat France by mid- 
September by launching 
about a million men in an 
enormous ‘right hook’ 
through Belgium. It 
nearly worked, but in 
early September, the 
German advance was 
halted at the River Marne 
and the Germans were 
pushed back a few miles 
and dug in on the high 
ground north of the River 
Aisne. From Soissons to 
the Swiss frontier, both 
sides entrenched. 

Germany’s great 
gamble on a quick 
victory had failed. Or 
had it? The 140-mile gap 
between Soissons and the 
Channel coast was 
almost unguarded. Eight 
of the new divisions were 
sent west to break 
through the Allied lines 
near Ypres, turn the 
Allied flank, capture 
Calais and the Channel 
Ports. 

On October 12, Peter 
Kollwitz, now serving in 
No 4 Company of the 
207th Reserve Infantry 
Regiment one of the four 
in the 44th Reserve 
Division which was itself 
part of the XXth Reserve 
Corps said goodbye to 
his family. 

Meanwhile, the 
British Expeditionary 
Force and French troops 
had moved north into 
Belgium and by October 
were holding Ypres. To 
the north, the Belgian 
army was dug in along 
the line of the canal and 
railway to the coast. The 
stage was set for another 
great clash of arms. 

The 207th Regiment 
attacked the Belgian-held 
line at Esen, near 
Dicksmuide, about half 
way between Ypres and 
the coast. 

A German officer, 
Rudolf Binding, wrote in 
his diary: “... these 
young fellows we have, 
only just trained, are too 
helpless, particularly 
when the officers have 
been killed. Our light 
infantry battalion, almost 
all Marburg students ... 


have suffered terribly 
from shellfire. In the next 
division, just such young 
souls, the intellectual 
flower of Germany, went 
singing into an attack on 
Langemarck, just as vain 
and just as costly. ” 

Fighting the same new 
formations around Ypres 
a platoon of the Gordon 
Highlanders, perhaps 40 
men, counted 240 
German dead on its front 
on one day. 

The Germans named 
these battles ‘The 
Kindermord von Ypem’ 
- ‘The Massacre of the 
Innocents of Ypres’ - 
doubtless the biblical 
reference is deliberate. 

Perhaps those who 
have been in the army 
might consider how they 
would have felt being put 
into battle after only 
seven or eight weeks 
training. 

On October 23, Peter 
Kollwitz was killed. His 
mother, Kathe Kollwitz, 
learned of his death on 
the 30th. “ Your pretty 

shawl will no longer be 
able to warm our boy,” 
was the touching way she 
broke the news to a close 
friend. To another friend 
she admitted: “ There is in 
our lives a wound which 
will never heal. Nor 
should it.” 

Kathe, a well known 
artist and sculptor, 
devised the idea of a 
memorial, but it was not 
until much later that she 
produced a design which 
satisfied her. 

The pair of statues - 
The Parents - usually 


referred to as - ‘The 
Grieving Parents’ - 
modelled on herself and 
her husband were 
completed in April 1931. 
“In the autumn - Peter - 
I shall bring it to you,” 
she wrote in her diary. 

They were dedicated 
in 1932, about the same 
time as the Thiepval 
Memorial to the Missing 
on the Somme. They 
were originally placed in 
Friedhof Rogge veld, the 
military cemetery where 
Peter was buried, but in 
1956 it was merged with 
the German military 
cemetery at Vladslo. 

Kathe’s statues now 
stand at the back of the 
cemetery, with the male 
figure looking at the 
stone bearing Peter’s 
name a few yards away. 
Peter’s original grave 
cross is at the In Flanders 
Fields Museum in Ypres. 

Kathe was only just in 
time. The Nazis were on 
the rise and her work was 
seen as degenerate. She 
and her husband Karl 
were nearly sent to a 
concentration camp and 
in 1940 Karl died. 

Kathe’s grandson, 
named Peter after his 
uncle, was killed in 1942 
at Stalingrad. Her home 
and all her possessions 
were destroyed by British 
bombing in 1943. Kathe 
herself died on April 22, 
1945. The statues 
commemorating her 
dead son are a major 
part of her legacy to us 
and a reminder of the 
horrors war brings.

Those that can’t are 
again being excluded, 
and their chance of 
better opportunities is 
lost.”

Firstly, despite the 
decrease in job 
opportunities, a degree 
will give you the 
advantage when it 
comes to applying. 
Statistics show 

graduates earn more 
than non-graduates, 
meaning that a graduate 
will have more of a 
chance when it comes to 
employment. 

Secondly, the uni life! 
It’s time to move out! 
Get away from your 
parents! Live an 
independent life! 

Attending university, 
whether local or not, will 
give you so much more 
experience when it 
comes to living on your 
own. 

The majority of 
young adults learn more 
in terms of domestic 
chores while at uni than 
at any other time in their 
life. 

Additionally, being 
given the ability to meet 
and socialise with new 
people. Yes, everyone 
has their ‘BFF’ from 
comprehensive school, 
but developing skills 
such as meeting new 
people will also give you 
a huge head start in life 
in comparison to people 
who don’t attend uni

Would it be better 
sitting in a classroom 
learning the foundation 
of a student’s chosen 
course, or going out to 
gain as much experience 
as possible in that field 
of work? 

Should students really 
strive for university?

Lucy explained: “We continue to 
raise money for research into cystic 
fibrosis via the UK Cystic Librosis 
Gene Therapy consortium but consider 
that raising awareness of CL is as 
much a part of our ethos. 

“TRWN continues to amaze us as 
people are always asking to run with us 
and we feel honoured knowing the 
hard work that goes into training. 

“Taking part in events can be 
expensive and tends to add up as most 
events have a minimum £20 entry fee, 
so we want to thank everyone from the 
bottom of our hearts.

A threadbare Barry Second XV 
travelled to Clwb Rygbi more in 
hope than expectation in their 
first away fixture. 

With 18 first team players injured and 
unavailable, coach Rhidian Scott and 
manager Ken Chow were forced to make 
11 changes to the starting XV last 
weekend, bringing in Avaient, Bailey, 
Ring, Barclay and Harris from the 3rd 
XV, while Dix, Hewitson, Pugh, Turnbull 
and Rolfe made their first appearances 
this season. Manager Ken Chow was 
forced to fill a spot on the replacements 
bench. 

The match started in a predictable 
manner as Clwb Rygbi laid siege to the 
Barry line. The away side had precious 
little preparation time with a scratch side, 
and in the early proceedings were no 
match to the well-drilled CRCC. 

After the home side had opened the 
scoring with a well struck penalty, they 
turned the screw in the tight, forcing the 
Barry forwards to retreat, which enabled 
them to score two unconverted tries in the 
corner. 

Barry lacked the experience to unlock a 
disciplined defence and were falling foul 
of the referee’s whistle, which was 
frustrating for both sides. 

The away side finally forced the issue 
by releasing the centre partnership and 
their destructive running drew a penalty 


opportunity, in which Joe McCann gladly 
accepted with his boot to reduce the 
deficit to 13-3. 

With the scrums a mess and line-outs a 
lottery, Barry were to concede again just 
before halftime when Clwb Rygbi took 
advantage of their scrummaging power 
once more for another unconverted score. 

Scott sent on James Sullivan to tidy up 
the set pieces and this proved to be a 
masterstroke, as after the interval Barry 
had the upper hand in this area. 

This gave a platform for Pugh and 
McCann to release the backs and wing 
Michael Avaient looked to have grounded 
the ball beyond the line for his first try of 
the season, only to have the official 
wrongly rule it out. 

Barry pressure finally told, however, as 
following several good forward pick-and- 
drives, scrum-half Gerwyn Pugh dived 
over under the posts to score. McCann 
added the conversion. 

It was now the home side’s turn to feel 
the pressure, as a combination of 
devastating running by Dix and Hewitson 
in midfield, combined with a clear 
dominance in the scrum, saw Barry 
camped deep in their opposition’s 22. 

By drawing in the CRCC defenders, 
McCann was able to send the ball out 
wide to Dix, who dived over to score a 
superb team try. McCann added the 
extras from out wide and the deficit was 
only now one point. 


The home side came back with a try of 
their own after capitalising on a turnover, 
and with the conversion brought the gap 
back to eight points, seemingly making 
sure of the game. 

Barry rallied, despite a collective 
fatigue and lack of experience, and were 
gifted a try when confusion in the Clwb 
Rygbi defence saw Dix diving on the 
loose ball to score his second. McCann 
stroked over the extras. 

With only four minutes left it seemed 
the game was still in the balance and that 
the away side would at least be rewarded 
with a losing bonus point, but alas it was 
not to be as the home side had the last 
say, scoring the last try in an exciting 
game to leave the final score 32-24. 

The management would like to 
commend the effort and attitude shown by 
the players on the pitch on the day, and 
would hope to have some of the more 
experienced senior players back in the 
fold next weekend.

FAMOUS RIDERS 
FROM THE VALE 

John Cook 


IN 1971, Barry- 
born John Cook 
became the first 
Welshman to win 
the Grand National 
since Mervyn Jones 
had been successful 
on Bogskar 31 years 
earlier. 

Riding the 28-1 
chance Specify, owned 
by Fred Pontin, the 24- 
year-old former sailor 
who was in fifth place 
jumping the last fence 
behind Sandy Sprite, 
Bowgeeno, Black Secret 
and Astbury, conjured up 
a late dash on the long 
run-in to pip Black Secret 
by a neck. 

In winning this 
exciting race, he 
displayed one of the 
coolest examples of 
horsemanship ever seen 
at Aintree. He was aged 
33 and was having only 
his third ride in the race. 

The previous year he 
had been going really 
well in the race on 
Specify only to be 
brought down by The 
Otter who fell directly in 
his path when jumping 
Beecher’s the second 
time around. 

John's parents used to 
do the catering for the 
apprentices at Kingsclere 
and that is where he 
served his own 
apprenticeship with 
Welsh trainer Evan 
Williams, who also 
hailed from the Vale. 

However, his race 


riding career really took 
off in 1962 when he put 
an advertisement in the 
now sadly long defunct 
The Sporting Life 
requesting rides. As a 
result of the 
advertisement, he got a 
job with Frank Cundell at 
Aston Tirrold. John 
chalked-up the first of his 
297 winners on Samoan 
Sun at Stratford the 
following year. 

During his race riding 
career, he was associated 
with that good 
steeplechaser Spanish 
Steps on whom he won 
the 1969 Hennessy 
Cognac Gold Cup, the 
1968 Black and White 
Whisky Gold Cup and 
half-a-dozen or so other 
big races. 

Of Spanish Steps he 
said: “He had enough 
guts for ten horses.” 
Sadly, a fractured leg 
owing to a race riding 
accident proved so bad 
that he had to hang-up his 
riding boots. He later 
emigrated with his 
family to Australia and it 
was there that he died in 
1999 after a brave battle 
against illness. 

He was just 62 but one 
thing is certain is that in 
his short life he had made 
his mark in the world of 
steeplechasing.
